March  Trade  Surplus  Rises  -  The 

agricultural  trade  surplus  was  up  only 
1  percent  from  February.  Most  of  the 
rise  resulted  from  higher  exports.  At 
$1.7  billion,  the  March  1991  surplus 
was  12  percent  below  March  1990. 
Exports  rose  to  $3.6  billion,  imports  to 
$2  billion.  The  cumulative  trade 
surplus  for  October  1990  to  March 
1991  was  $8.7  billion,  16  percent 
lower  than  last  year  at  this  time  (see 
table  3). 

Agricultural  Exports  Higher  in 
March  -  U.S.  agricultural  exports  rose 
in  March.  At  $3.6  billion,  the  value  of 
exports  was  up  4  percent  from 
February  but  was  10  percent  below 
last  March.  Increased  shipments  of 
cotton,  corn,  wheat,  and  tobacco 
offset  decreases  in  soybeans  and 
meat  products.  October  through 
March  cumulative  exports  totaled 
$20.1  billion,  $1 .8  billion  below  last 
year. 

Still  the  single  largest  export 
commodity,  corn  shipments  increased 
3  percent  in  March.  A  total  of  4.8 
million  tons  were  shipped  at  a  value  of 
$530  million.  The  Soviet  Union, 
Japan,  and  Taiwan  continued  to  be 
the  major  recipients  of  U.S.  corn  for 
the  third  month  in  a  row.  The  USSR 
received  1 .9  million  tons,  40  percent 
of  all  corn  shipped  during  the  month. 

Wheat  shipments  rose  the  most  in 
March.  Volume  increased  by  23 
percent  over  February,  to  3  million 
tons.  Value  increased  by  22  per¬ 
cent  to  $288  million.  The  slightly 
smaller  increase  in  value  was  due  to 
wheat’s  declining  unit  value.  Since 
January,  wheat’s  unit  value  has  been 
steadily  falling.  In  March,  it  was  $94, 
the  lowest  since  mid-1987. 

Over  one-quarter  of  the  wheat 
shipments  went  to  the  Soviet  Union. 
Other  large  shipments  went  to  Egypt, 
China,  the  Philippines,  and  Algeria. 


The  value  of  soybean  exports 
dropped  slightly  from  February  to 
$408  million.  Volume,  however, 
stayed  at  about  1 .8  million  tons.  The 
European  Community  accounted 
for  over  one-third  of  the  shipments, 
followed  by  Japan,  Taiwan,  and 
Mexico. 

Cotton  export  value  rose  7  percent  in 
March,  the  fifth  consecutive  month  of 
gains.  However,  its  unit  value  went 
down  to  $1 ,591  from  $1 ,651  in 
February. 

Agricultural  Imports  Up  -  U.S. 
agricultural  imports  rose  to  $2  billion 
in  March.  Cumulative  imports  for 
October  through  March  totaled  $1 1 .4 
billion,  2  percent  lower  than  last  year. 
Seasonal  increases  continued  for 
fresh  fruits  and  vegetables.  Coffee 
and  cocoa  fell  slightly.  (Susan  Pollack, 
202-219-0822). 


Export  Share  of  Production 
Steady  in  1990  -  During  fiscal 
1990,  17  percent  of  all  U.S.  farm 
production  was  exported,  about  the 
same  as  during  1988  and  1989. 

The  share  remained  below  fiscal 
1 981  ’s  record  22  percent.  Most  of 
the  variation  in  this  share  has  been 
due  to  changes  in  bulk  product 
exports  (such  as  grains,  oilseeds, 
and  cotton),  although  high-value 
exports  became  increasingly  im¬ 
portant  during  the  1980’s.  About  40 
percent  of  all  U.S.  bulk  product 
production  was  exported  in  fiscal 
1990,  while  the  comparable  figure 
for  high-value  products  was  about  9 
percent.  However,  this  9  percent 
was  the  largest  share  of  U.S. 
high-value  production  ever  exported
